Street  Vending  and  Sidewalks  Updates 
A couple  updates  from  July's  BID  Consortium  meeting: 

• The  Coalition  to  Save  Small  Businesses  continues  to  work  with  the  city  on  legislation 
surrounding  street  vending,  which  has  important  implications  for  Larchmont.  Learn  more 
and  sign  an  electronic  petition  here  or  contact  Leon  Cain  for  more  details.  The  South  Park 
BID  downtown  has  documented  the  massive  drain  on  their  BID'S  resources  that  illegal 
street  vendors  cause,  including  an  increased  need  for  power  washing  sidewalks  and 
trash  pick-up.  If  anyone's  interested  in  viewing  their  report,  just  let  me  know. 

• Council  members  Kerkorian  and  Buscaino  held  public  meetings  about  sidewalk  repair 
this  month,  enlisting  feedback  as  they  craft  a comprehensive,  citywide  program  to  repair 
sidewalks  next  to  homes  and  businesses.  The  Consortium  is  working  closely  with  both 
council  offices  to  ensure  the  collective  BIDs'  voice  is  heard  - and  Larchmont  is  part  of 
that  voice.  Independently,  the  Larchmont  BID  is  beginning  to  put  together  a long-term 
plan  for  sidewalk  repair  and  tree  replacement.  The  ficus  trees  lining  our  street  have  root 


systems  that  continue  to  cause  expensive  damage  to  our  sidewalks  and  plumbing  and  we 
need  a solution  for  repairs  that  works  for  our  property  owners.
